SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 20. (#)— 
The constitutionality of the Teach- 
ers’ Tenure Act was upheld by the 
California State Supreme Cout to- 
day in a decision handed down by 
Justice William H. Langdon and con- 
curred in by all the members of the 
court. 

The decision of the Supreme Court 
on this question has been eawaited 
with much interest by teachers of 
the State because it is to settle for 
all time the teachers’ tenure question 
which has been a subject of legirla- 
tion and litigation over a period of 
many years. 

The matter came before the courts 
in Napa county in the case of Grisby 
vs. the Trustees of the Napa school 
district. The Napa County Superior 
Court held that the Tenure Act was

(Associated Press Sports Editor) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 20. ()—Seldom 
have boxing observers found more 
need of a national governing au- 
thority, exercising sweeping instead of 
limited powers, than they do at 
present. with the various ruling 
bodies in sharper conflict than ever.

Boxing Association's convention in 
Toledo has emphasized this conflict, 
which principally is between the Na- 
tional Boxing Association and the 
New York State Athletic Commission.

The Utah Fact Finding Commission on

The commission’s pronunciamento on the 
subject of need for a water supply for 
Southern California valleys and towns will 
not receive a complete okeh, either, in this 
section of the country. The commission de- 
clares there is sufficient Water in Mono and 
Owens valleys to supply 8,000,000 people. 
assertion has been heard before, and 

the one man who knows more about water 
supply here than anybody else, ‘William 
Mulholland, says it is not true. He says the 
Owens supply is already developed to its 
practical limit. It is perhaps a point on 
which there may be a legitimate difference 
of opinion, but the Utah commission recog- 
nizes none. Mulholland says a population 
of no more than 2,000,000 can be supplied 
from the territory now drained by the Los 
Angeles Aqueduct, and that Colorado water 
is a necessity. To be fair, the Utah com- 


‘mission should have qualified this portion 


of its report by including Mulholland's dis- 
senting views, since Mulholland is the out- 
standing authority on the subject. . 
On the subject of power the commission 
is undoubtedly on firmer ground. It de- 
clares the development of the Colorado 
power resources not to be of paramount im- 


ly by the City Power Bureau's representa- 
tives at the recent Governors’ conference at 
Denver. These representatives warned 
Arizona and Nevada that their proposed 
charge of mill per kilowatt hour was 
more than traffic could bear, and that a 
hydro plant on the Colorado could not pay 
more than four-tenths of a mill and com- 
pete with the coast steam plants. On the 
other hand, it has been declared that large 
amounts of electric power will be needed to 
operate the Colorado aqueduct, and that this 
can only be supplied from a hydro plant at 
the Colorado dam. There may or may not 
be merit in this assertion, at least the mat- 
ter is debatable, but so far as an electric 
supply for Los Angeles and ‘other coast 
cities is concerned, the fact seems to be 
that the Colorado supply could be dispensed 


‘with, or at least its development delayed. 


The Utah Fact Finding Commission, on 
the whole, does not seem to be taking the 
objective attitude which ought to be taken 
by a body bearing such a name. It seems 
to have started out to prove something, and 
starting out to prove something nearly al- 
ways leads up a blind alley. Its report, 
however, is less misleading than such decla- 


rations aa that of Congressman Swing. echo- 


ing Senator Hiram Johnson, that the “power 
trust“ is blocking the path of Colorado 
River legislation. The fact is that the lack 
of interest one way or the other of the 
power companies in the Colorado is one of 
the most outstanding features of the situa- 
tion. 

The Utah report is useful for the empha- 
sis it puts upon the need of protecting the 
Impertal Valley from flood; upon that there 
is no disagreement. 


ANAMA DEFENSES .

MONGOLIAN MENACE 


New, strange and surprising phases of 
the civil strife in China have been reported 


foreign interest in the widely ranging tide 
of battle in the northern provinces. Up to 
the 3rd inst. Marshal Chang Tso-lin had 
for a long time kept a firm hold upon Pek- 
ing and a large stretch of outlying territory, 
which he had gone from Manchuria to con- 
quer from Feng Yu-hsiang, the so-called 
Christian general, whom he had effectually 
displaced after a series of bland battles. 

Chang ingratiated himself into the favor 
of the Pekingese by iasuing a bill of rights 
and by propaganda assuring them of his 
purposes for good government. He can- 
celed various taxes, announced amnesty for 
all criminals save brigands, murderers and 
traitors, and is said to have given $7,000,000 
from bis private purse to schools and chari- 
ties. He had even paved the way for 
treaties with America and other govern- 
ments. | 


The doughty Chang had been able to meet 
and withstand the southern offensive. 
Neither the Hankow nor the Nanking sali- 
ent made any sort of effective headway 
against him. But of a sudden and quite 
unexpectedly the key city of Kalgan, 125 
miles northwest of Peking, was captured by 
troops that had marched in from the prov- 
ince of Shansi whose military governor, 
Hsi-Shan, had taken the warpath against 
Chang with the idea of pushing him out of 
Peking and extending his own government 
to that capital. Chang was hard beset, and 
about a fortnight ago it looked as if his 
dream of empire were at an end. 


Then came a new surprise. A great horde 
cavalry swept down upon the 
Shansi camp near Kalgan, routing it and 
creating a diversion in favor of Chang Tso- 
lin, enabling him to defeat the Shansi 
troops on the south Peking front, which he 
did after sharp fighting in which he took 
20,000 prisoners. The rout of the Shans! 
forces was hailed as a great victory in 
Peking. But the terms upon which that 
victory was won have been the cause of 
grave apprehension by the Pekingese, and 
no wonder. 


Heirs of a mighty past, the Mongols, who 
saved the day for Peking. are wild nomads 
from the wind-swept wastes of the great 
Gobi Desert and the Mongolian steppes. 
They are said to be the most savage and fe- 
rocious fighters in all Asia. It was to pro- 
tect themselves from these hostile forces 
that the Chinese built their great wall in 
the third century before Christ. The Mon- 
gols are said to be allied with soviet Russia 
on a purely mercenary basis. During the 
latter part of the World War they made so 


much trouble for China that that country, 


of which Mongolia was a loose sort of de- 
pendency, granted them complete autonomy 
and now exerts no sovereignty over their 
affairs. 


If these savage Mongols, either at the in- 


stigativun of Russia or on their own account, | 


enter any deeper into the Chinese fracas 
than they have done during the last fort- 
night 1 is going to be at heavy cost to both 
northern and southern factions. Instead of 
a permanent gain against his enemies in 
China proper, Chang will have the Mongols 
to contend with, and they are historic 
strong men, their ferocious forces having in 
past ares planted sovereigns upon the 
throne of Peking. |

ONUMENT FOR GORGAS 

The United States did not celebrate 
the seventy-fifth anniversary of the birth 
of Maj.Gen. William Crawford Gorgas on 
October 3, but if analysis of the whole good 
he did and more that he started in motion 
could be made it doubtless would appear 
that the nation celebrates birthdays no 
more worthy of national recognition than 
his. The great fighter of disease rendered 
his service to the whole world, however. 
rather than to the United States alone. 


Though others paved the way and men 
like Walter Reed contributed genius and 
life to the work, it was the driving genius 
of Gen. Gorgas that practically rid the 
world of yellow fever, showed the suffering 
old malarial sphere how to cure itself of 
that ailment, placed typhoid under control, 
made pneumonia a less terrible threat, and 
defeated or maimed many other wretched 
plagues that preyed upon humans. It will 
never be possible to determine how many 
lives the work of the famous medical 
scientist saved and prolonged, but it is en- 
tirely conservative to say that the total is 
already in millions. 


His memorial is not carved from stone, 
but is grown like a great spirit in the hearts 
of men and is called the Gorgas Memorial 
by the doctors, surgeons, dentists, and lay- 
men of national repute who compose its 
body and contract to raise funds to perpet- 
uate it. The President of the United States 
is the honorary president of the Gorgas 
Memorial and Dr. Franklin Martin, noted 
leader in his profession, is the active head. 
The organization hopes to raise $5,000,000 to 
continue Gorgas’s work in the Gorgas spirit 
for the conservation of health and the de- 
feat of its enemies,

SAVING THE TONSILS 

Every effect is a cause? and every 
cause is likewise an effect. Dis- 
eased tonsils may cause a variety 
of symptoms and disorders in the 
body, but the “sick” tonsils are, 
themselves, an effect of causes which 
can be easily ascertained.

They grow because of a 
supply of blood, and enlarge because 
the lymphatics are unable to car ty 
away waste products which a toxic 
blood 

Clean up the blood stream, stun !- 
late the lymphatic circulation, and 
the tonsils will function normally 
and regain their proper size. To cut 
out the tonsils because some of the 
crypts contain pus is about as sen- 
sible as to remove one's head be- 
cause of a nasal catarrh. 

The one who at any age has 
swollen tonsils may consider the 
causes to be: Overeating, the use cf 
too many carbohydrates and hydro- 
carbons, bad food combinations, neg- 
lected mouth hygiene, constipation, 
and general autointoxication. 

In bringing about a cure of dis- 
eased tonsils after they have already 
become enlarged or pussy, one’s food 
supply must be cut down to the 
minimum, using only fresh frui‘s, 
leafy vegetables, and a small amount 
of meat and eggs for protein. In- 
culture exercises 


circulation and hurrying along the 
processes of a cure. Local treat- 
ments are seldom necessary, especial- 
ly with children, but the ultriaviolet 
ray treatment will help in reducing 
the size of the adult tonsils. 

Those who are subject to repeated 
attacks of tonsilitis or sore throat 
should persist in their dieting until 
the tonsils reduce to the normal 
size. With children this seldom 
takes more than a few weeks, but 
with the adult several months may 
be necessary before a complete cure 
is effected.
